In the next
threa vears 24 of the 26 States, in thelr State
Democratie conventions, pranounced In favor
of Van Buren and more than thres-fourths
of the conventions Instructed their delegates
to Bult!more to support him.

But late In 1843 the' Demoerats wers dis-
cordant. Moat of tham were zealous in their
ndherence’ to the fortunes of the ex-President,
but thera were other “possibilitien” with fol-
lowings to he rechoned with., Calhoun de-
elined an Invitation te visit Ohlo in a seml.
public way on the ground that he cught not
to do sp while his name was before the coun-
try as a candldate for its highest office, Col-
onel T, M. Johnson, of Kentucky, who had
heen Vice President, made o tour through the
North in which he assured the people that
nothing could prevent the election of Henry
Clay In 1844 except his own candldacy, Lewls
Cass' hoom was assuming considerable pro-
poertions. James Buchanan had been put for-
ward as Pennsylvania‘s “favorite son.”

Texas Defeated "Little Van"

Then the question of the annexation of

Texas wan reopenced. The South, with its
slaveholding interests, was strong for bring-
ing Texas into the Unlon. Clay and Van Buren
Issued statements on the subjects. They
agresd that annexation without the consent
of Mexico would be dishonorable, They  de-
clared themselves opposed to the pending
Van Buren's
stund defented him. 'The time before the
Baltimore convention was short, but it was
long enough. The twothirds rule originaily
adopted In 1832, was put into operation after
a strenuous battle. On the first ballot Van
Buren recelved 178 of the 266 votes, He held
his own through the day, The eighth ballot
was taken ou the second duy of the con-
vention.
